Some old hands on Lire’s staff drew upon their experience 
last week to move in on photographic objectives by air, 
under the water and on beaches. 

An old hand with the combat troops got back into bus 
ness last week to produce the exclusive Indochinese war 
story on pages 32 through 36. Photographer Howard So- 
ehurek, World War II veteran, had jumped with the 187th 
Airborne Regimental Combat Team in Korea (Lire, Nov. 6, 
1950), but at age 29 he was getting a little old. So in Indo- 
china he rode in a general's low-flying plane to get the par- 
achutists dropping deep in Communist-held territory, then 
came in by helicopter next day to join the ground forces. 

An old hand at underwater photography, Peter Stack- 
pole shared with Reporter Coles Phinizy a dangerous as- 
signment near Miami, They flipped about underwater as 
Hope Root dived to his death in an effort to establish a new 
record (pp. 30, 31). Stackpole became seasick aboard a 
cruiser in rough seas (as did other veteran seamen) just 
before Root’s attempt. Nevertheless, he was the only ma 


to stay submerged a full 30 minutes and photographed 
Root 100 feet down on his ill-fated descent. He waited 
there vainly to photograph a reappearance. Phinizy en- 
tered the churning sea twice to check Stackpole’s safety. 
Each time Phinizy, who descended 50 feet, was troubled 
by a clouding on his mask, which proved to be caused by 
a nosebleed resulting from changing pressure. 

Two old hands at photographing statesmen, George Skad- 
ding and Leonard MeCombe, went to Bermuda. Skadding 
and Reporter Hank Suydam became prisoners of a squad of 
Royal Welch Fusiliers at the “Big Three” conference. 
They were trying to obtain for Lirr’s readers something 
more than was envisioned by the British who had set up 
strict regulations amounting to virtual isolation of the 
press. Having taken the magnificent picture of Churchill 
alone on the beach (p. 29), the Lire pair found themselves 
surrounded by riflemen with fixed bayonets. Carted off, 
they were released only when higher authority convinced 
the soldiers that they were carrying isolation a bit too far.

MAN ON WAY TO DEATH IN DEEP 


Hope Root was a lawyer with a love for salt water 
who moved his practice from New York to Miami, 
where he became an expert spear fisherman. In this 
exciting underwater world he cast eyes on the fr 
diving marks set five years ago by two Frenchmen 
using a back-strapped air supply called Aqua-Lu: 
306 feet, deepest free dive any man has survived, 
and 396 feet from which the diver was hauled up 
lifeless. Last week, at 52, Hope Root tried for the 
record of both the living and the dead. 

To a trained diver like Root the physical risk from 
pressure changes would not be too great. But he 
faced one great known risk. The French call it “the 
rapture of the depths.” It has bes , 
diver as an exhilaration so great that he wanted to 
rip his mask off and offer his air supply to a passing 
fish.

A GREAT NEWSMAN’S LEGACY

It was 75 years ago this week, on Dec. 12, 
1878, that the St. Louis Post and Dispatch 
was born. The offspring of the late great Pub- 
lisher Joseph Pulitzer, it was something of 
an incubator baby—just 987 copies of a little 
four-page newspaper with more than half the 
front page devoted to advertising. Now, of 
course, the Post-Dispatch has turned into a 
journalistic giant and its anniversary this 
week is an occasion for r g—to which 
Lire wishes to add its praises and congratu- 
lations. 

‘The Post-Dispatch represents something 
very special in newspaperdom, something 
not quite apparent to the casual eye. The 
stranger to St. Louis. picking up a copy for 
the first time, might in fact wonder what all 
the hosannas are about. The Post-Dispatch 
has never attempted to be an all-inclusive 
newspaper of record like the New York Times. 
It has never been as well written as the old 
New York World, nor edited with the tech- 
nical brilliance of the New York Daily News. 
At first glance it is just another newspaper, 
with the unhappy exception that it runs its 
comic strips so small, cluttered and splashed 
with red-and-yellow color that they probably 
cause more eyestrain than anything since 
the smoke palls which once plagued St. Louis. 

What makes the Post-Dispatch great 
something which, like such great forces of 
nature as erosion or evolution, can be fully 
observed and appreciated only over a long 
period of time. The smoke palls are a case in 
point. St. Louis no longer has them because 
the Post-Dispatch waged such an unrelent- 
ing campaign against smoke that the commu- 
nity was finally stung into drastic action. 


The Post-Dispatch has never been afraid 
to make enemies. One of its first great cru- 
sades, back in 1898, was against some of 
St. Louis’ most prominent citizens serving 
in the municipal assembly. These worthy 
gentlemen made the mistake of accepting 
$250,000 in bribes for handing out street-car 
franchises, and the Post-Dispatch came right 
out and said so. There were immediate cries 
of wounded innocence and for four years 
the newspaper was accused of having black- 
ened the reputation of innocent and respect- 
able men—until the courts finally proved 
that the Post-Dispatch was right. 

Tt was the Post-Dispatch that broke the 
Teapot Dome scandal. The Post-Dispatch 
once took on the powerful Union Electric 
Co., as well as practically the entire state 
legislature, and proved that the utility had 
used a $600,000 slush fund to bribe law- 
makers. It got a Republican mayor elected 
St. Louis and a Republican governor in Mis- 
souri by revealing the brazen attempt of the 
state’s Democrat machine to steal the gov- 
ernorship election in 1940. Then, as if to 
even matters, it played a mighty part in de- 
feating Republican Governor Dwight Green 


of Illinois in 1948 by exposing the Republi- 
can machine’s corrupt ties to gamblers and 
racketeers. 

The Post-Dispatch is always up to some- 
thing. It is a constant terror to crooks 
and phonies, a constant frustration to press 
agents seeking flattering puffs—and a con- 
stant champion of the public trust. It has 
compiled a distinguished record by always 
following the flaming words of its founder 
which can be found at the left of this page. 


In editorial policy the Post-Dispatch has 
undergone some wide swings. It was for 
Roosevelt for president in 1932, Landon in 
1936, for Roosevelt in 1940 and 1944, for 
Dewey in 1948 and Stevenson in 1952. Right 
now its policy can best be described as one 
of seeing Republicans under the bed—and 
Lire must temper its encomium by mention- 
ing that we are in practically 100% disa- 
greement with the current Post-Dispatch ed- 
itorial page on practically all issues of na- 
tional policy. Weare particularly at odds with 
the Post-Dispatch’s tendency to carry its 
neo-Truman-Stevensonism to the point of 
decreeing that people of the Harry Dexter 
White stripe deserve some kind of myste- 
rious favoritism under the principle of civil 
liberties, until their guilt has been proven in 
court. When the Post-Dispatch writes that 
a White has been accused as a spy, which 
indeed White was, it writes “spy” in quota- 
tion marks. This is a form of backward- 
bending which seems to us rather untoward 
on the part of a newspaper which has never 
hesitated to call errant politicians and busi 
nessmen thieves and blackguards long be- 
fore these epithets were made official by 
a jury. 

However, the Post-Dispatch can never stay 
long in one camp; it has that rare, brave and 
totally admirable quality of seeing the faults 
of its friends as well as its enemies, eventual- 
ly if not immediately. For 75 years the Post- 
Dispatch has been a completely incorruptible 
newspaper, engaged in the business of pro- 
moting the public welfare at whatever cost to 
its own popularity or success. The fact that 
it has remained popular and successful any- 
way is a great tribute to the good sense of 
St. Louisans and Americans in general. 

In many cities journalism is in grave dan- 
ger of falling into the insensitive velvet- 
gloved hands of the press agents and the pro- 
moters, the opportunists who tag along with 
the crowd and fear to mutter the slightest 
word of doubt or criticism. The Post-Dis- 
patch in its 75th successful year is living 
proof that journalism can not only survive 
but prosper by speaking its mind and serving 
as the conscience—even when a conscience 
must be irritating—of democracy. Even 
when we at Lire disagree completely with 
the Post-Dispatch, we admire it as a worthy 
spokesman for the opposition.

The President assumes command, U.N. condemns Red atrocities and Corporal Dickenson gets a girl 


President Eisenhower last week showed signs 
that he is now determined to assert his leader- 
ship. With his approval, Secretary Dulles tore 
into a McCarthy statement that the U.S. was 
pampering its allies with “perfume-scented” 
notes instead of forcing them into line. Dulles 
declared this country will not use “blustering 
and domineering methods” to get our way 
other free nations. McCarthy's criticism “ 
tacks the very heart of U.S. foreign poli 
Dulles said, adding that “our friends and allies 
are dependable just because they are unwilling 
to be anyone's satellites.” 

Said the President next day, “I am in full 
accord with the statements made by Secretary 
Dulles.” Then he flatly contradicted another 
of McCarthy’s TV pontifications. “I repeat my 
conviction,” he said, “that fear of Commu- 
nists will not be an issue in 1954 elections.” 

This brought softer talk from McCarthy. He 
said he never meant to challenge the President. 
But he asked people to wire the White House 
demanding foreign policies be changed. Me- 
Carthy fans responded to his call for an organ- 
ed message campaign. Of the 7,000 result- 
ing telegrams, two thirds backed the senator. 


“COULD HE MEAN ME?" ASKED THE SENATOR 


Was it true, asked the Soviet Union 
in a stiffnote to Pakistan, that the U.S. 
was going to be allowed to 
in Pakistan? No, replied Pakistan, 
pointedly suggesting other nations q 
trying to choose Pakistan’s allies, add- 
ed, “Pakistan will tolerate no inter- 
ference with her domestic or foreign 
policy from any quarter whatsoever.””

Jenner had 
previously insisted Canada should deliver the 
ex-spy for unimpeded questioning, although 
the Canadians said everything the man knew 
about U.S. Reds had been forwarded to Wash- 
ington long ago. The committee still had to 
learn if Gouzenko, who is still in hiding for 
fear of Red revenge, would be willing to talk.

Marshal Tito, who had called an Italian pro- 
posal that both Italy and Yugoslavia withdraw 
troops from the border area near Trieste a 
“bluff,” last week proposed essentially the 
same thing himself, The Italians accepted, giv- 
ing hope for a satisfactory eventual settle- 
ment of the Trieste troubles.

An emotional recapitulation 


New accounts of Red atrocities in Korean PW 
camps surpassing in horror any heard before 
were told by the few GI victims who survived. 
Testifying at Senate hearings, they related 
how their captors buried them alive, set them 
on fire, tossed them down mine shafts and 
played “cat and mouse” with them before fi- 
nally shooting them. Some of the Gls broke 
down in tears as they recalled how they had 
escaped death by falling under the bodies of 
their massacred fellow prisoners. 

Master Sgt. Carey Weinel told (above) how 
he and other PWs had been wired together, put 
in a trench, then shot and buried under dirt. 
The bullets hit Weinel but failed to kill him. 
Still wired to a dead comrade, he managed to 
breathe through the loosely piled dirt of his 
“grave” for hours, finally wriggled to the sur- 
face and was rescued by a South Korean. 

In the UN, despite protests of Andrei 
shinsky, who smiled skeptically at the atrocity 
details, 42 nations voted to express “deep 
concern” and condemn the Red atrocities, in 
which U.S. Delegate Lodge said 38,000 people 
were tortured and most of them killed. 


Cpl. Edward Dickenson, the PW of 
Crackers Neck, Va. who first refused 
repatriation, later decided to come 
home after all (Lire, Nov. 2) and told 
newsmen he had got a “Dear John” 
letter from his girl, last week married 
a different girl, Kate Laney, who had 
written to him in Korea but never dat- 
ed him.

The game, the rules of which are deseribed on 
page 105. has in the past few months become as 
popular as Mah Jong, miniature golf or Monopo- 
ly were in their respective primes (1923, 1930, 
1937), and seems likely to surpass them all. At a 


modest estimate there are about 1.1 million Serab- 
ble sets in the U.S. today and there are perhaps 10 
million players. Countless new players are born 
every hour, but there is no corresponding mor- 
tality. Old Scrabble players do not die, they mere- 
ly adapt. In intellectual circles the game is played 
in French or Latin; in Hollywood, games of dirty- 
word Scrabble are in constant progress; in New 
York the Guys-and-Dolls set has converted Serab- 
ble into the hottest gambling game since gin 
rummy. There seems to be no limit to the even- 
tual number of players, which may finally include 
everyone old enough to spell and still not too 
feeble to lift the tiles.

rabble is not, in fact, new. It has been swim- 
ming around in the brain of a mild, bespectacled, 
New York architect named Alfred Butts for about 
20 years. Early in the Depression, Butts found 
himself temporarily unemployed. Casting about 
for some means of making a living, he decided to 
invent a game. He disliked dice games, which are 
almost entirely luck, and felt that all-skill games, 
like chess, were too highbrow for the 
ket. A game which was half luck and half skill, he 
thought, would be about right. He had always en- 
joyed anagrams and crossword puzzles and 
out to combine these games within the luc 
formula. After two or three years of experiment 
he developed the thing that is now Scrabble, al- 
though he never found a satisfactory name and 
referred to it simply as “it.” 

But Butts was not cut out to promote his game, 
any more than Charles Darwin might have been 
cut out to promote Mogambo. Butts did approach 

arious manufacturers, all of whom told him to go 
away and all of whom are now pounding their 
pointed heads against their office walls. He also 
thought briefly of becoming a manufacturer him- 
self, but not! came of tha he relaxed and 
resumed the practice of architecture. He still 
plays the game frequently with his wife and friends 
and finds that it does not pall with the years. 

In 1948, when the game was 15 years old, there 
at last came along a man who had the time and 
inclination to make a commercial venture of it. 
He was not a high-pressure promoter or even a 
businessman. In the few news stories that have 
thus far appeared about him he is referred to as a 
“social worker,” a title which suggests that he 
will be out playing the cornet in the Bowery dur- 
ing the Christmas season and is true only to the 
extent that J. Edgar Hoover might be called a 
flatfoot.

Brunot had also nourished 
for many years an idea that sooner or later occurs 
to everyone who works in Washington, New York 
or any big city. He wanted to escape from urban 
life and operate a small business of his own some- 
where out in the country. So five years ago Brunot 
made a dicker with Butts, whereby Butts collects a 
small royalty on every game of Scrabble sold, and 
commenced to turn out the game in quantity 

Brunot’s first assembly plant was located in the 
living room of his house in Newtown, Conn., a 
quiet town of 782 people about 75 miles north 
of New York. Brunot bought the parts of his fin- 
ished product from various manufacturers and 
assembled them with the help of his wife. During 
1949, their first full year of operation, they 
assembled and sold 1 games and lost $450. 
They were still losing money in the first half of 
Their advertising and promotion campaign 
ted chiefly of leaflets, which they enclosed 
in every game they sold, and small, random 
advertisements in such publications as the Smith 
College Alumnae Quarterly. 

By early 1952 the Brunots were ready to aban- 
don the project. Sales during the first quarter hit 
an average of 16 games a day; in the second, 18 a 
day. Allowing three minutes per assembly, this 
kept each of the Brunots busy for half an hour. 
But suddenly, and for a reason that Brunot can 
only guess at, sales in the third quarter of 1952 
jumped to 9,669 (107 a day), and in the fourth 
to 37,000 (411 a day). 


Word of active mouths 


wor of mouth was and still is their princi- 
pal means of promotion, although the retail 
outlets have done some advertising on their own. 
But the Brunots had managed to sell their games 
to people with exceptionally active mouths, like 
the alumnae of Smith College. Furthermore the 
purchasers of the games were at least moderately 
well-to-do, and were in the habit of spending their 
summers at various resorts throughout the coun- 
try. When the other summer colonists returned 
to their homes and tried to buy Scrabble sets at 
their local stores, the big rush began. “I’m not 
positive of this,” Brunot says, “but I’ve been told 
that one of the Strauses, who own Macy's, played 
the game somewhere during the summer, and 
when he got back to New York he asked his game 
department to send him up a few sets. Macy’s 
didn’t carry Scrabble at the time, and some heads 
must have rolled.

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he and his wife and friends tried to assemble hun- 
dreds of games a day in their living room they had 
no time to think about it. “Couldn’t move,” Bru- 
not says. "No room for anything except boxes and 
racks and tiles.” So they set up shop in an aban- 
doned schoolhouse nearby. This relieved the con- 
gestion somewhat, although the building was 
scarcely large enough to hold the company’s name 
plate—Production and Marketing Company. Soon 
thereafter Brunot moved his operation into a 
converted woodworking shop where, with 35 em- 
ployes working in two shifts, he hit a production 
rate of 6,000 sets a week early this year. But even 
this, in the face of orders for hundreds of thou- 
sands of games, was a pathetic trickle. 
Accordingly Brunot approached the Selchow & 
Righter Co. of New York, a venerable firm that 
has been turning out Parcheesi, probably the old- 
est trademarked game in the U.S., since 1867. Sel- 
chow & Righter had previously considered Scrab- 
ble and rejected it, but when Brunot appeared in 
their office for the second time he was rec 
with considerable hospitality. Selchow & Righter 
now produces Scrabble under a license agreement 
and turns out all the standard $3 sets on the mar- 
ket. Because of the furious demand and the tend- 
ency of frustrated buyers to get huffy, Selchow 
& Righter keeps its exact production figures se- 
cret. However, a fair estimate is that the company 
will have produced about 800,000 sets in the 
eight-month period, May-December of this year. 
Brunot also made a deal with another game man- 
ufacturer, the Cadaco-Ellis Company of Chicago, 


which permits Cadaco-Ellis to manufacture and 
sell a game exactly like Scrabble called ‘“Skip-a- 
Cross.” The latter differs from Scrabble only in 
minor manufacturing respects—its tiles are made 
of cardboard, its playing board is a part of the box 
rather than a separate unit, and its price is $2 in- 
stead of $3. Cadaco-Ellis is also secretive about its 
production figures, but will, by Christmas, have 
sold about 250,000 games. Brunot has made no 
deals with any other manufacturers, although half 
a dozen companies now produce imitations of 
Scrabble, as close to the original game as the copy- 
right laws will permit. 

Why Brunot should have permitted Cadaco- 
Ellis to produce Skip-a-Cross is something of a 
mystery in the trade, as it would be if General 
Motors were to permit a competitor, using GM’s 
patents, to produce a cheaper car than Chevrolet. 
‘The answer lies in Brunot’s attitude toward his 
venture, which is utterly admirable in the p! 
sophic sense but infuriating and baffling to mon- 
ey-minded men. Whenever a big hassle at over 
copyrights or licensing or manufacturing, Brunot 
shrugs his shoulders and says, “Gentlemen, look. 
It’s only a game.” Brunot is not interested in get- 
ting rich and, because of the personal and cor- 
porate income-tax laws, certainly is not getting 
rich. All he wants is to have a little business of 
his own somewhere out in the country, which is 
exactly what he said he wanted in 1948, 

In order to maintain his little business, after 
he had assigned the heavy production to other 
companies, Brunot last summer developed a de- 
luxe $10 Serabble set which he now makes in 
Newtown. It too is, of course, in mass production

Brunot is mildly shocked at the commercial attitude of diction- 
ary publishers in general. Several of them have approached him, 
asking him to endorse one dictionary or another as the official 
Scrabble dictionary. These suggestions depress him. “It’s only a 
game,” he repeats. “It’s something you're supposed to enjoy.” 
He will not endorse any dictionary as the official dictionary. 

One of the most depressing objects Brunot has yet received in 
the mail is a dummy dictionary about the size of a big telephone 
book. The correspondent who sent it to him proposed to print, for 
the benefit of Scrabble players, every single Li (more than 550,- 
000) that appears in the Merriam-Webster Unabridged, also with no 
definitions. The damage might be undone if someone else were to 
print every single definition in the Unabridged, with no words, and 
some sort of a match-up arranged, but an easier course would be 
simply to let the Unabridged alone, which is what will happen if 
Brunot has any say in the matter. 

Brunot has been swamped by applications to permit the manu- 
facturing of the game in foreign countries and intends to grant 
some. Nothing about the game need be changed for foreign use 
except the letter values. “J,” which is relatively unusual in Eng- 
lish and has a value of eight points, is very common in Dutch. 
Italian contains no “K,” “W,” “X” or “Y.” In English and Ger- 
man about 40% of the letters in a given chunk of prose are vowels. 
In Spanish, French and Portuguese the figure is almost 50%. How- 
ever these are small problems which can readily be worked out. 

As to how soon the average consumer can walk into a retail 
store and buy the average $3 Scrabble game with no difficulty, 
Brunot has no idea. The $10 game is available in many stores, as 
is Skip-a-Cross, but the basic, medium-priced unit will be scarce 
for many months. All sorts of reasons for the scarcity are repeated 
and believed by frustrated shoppers, but most are untrue. There 
is no strike in the Scrabble factories, although production in Sel- 
chow & Righter’s plant in New York was hampered by a teamsters’ 
strike last summer, which upset many industries in the city. There 
are no lawsuits in progress—no one disputes the fact that Butts 
invented the game and that Brunot now has control of it. Produc- 
tion is not being deliberately retarded to stimulate long-term sales 
—Selchow & Righter is working two shifts a day. 

Many consumers believe there is a shortage of the little wooden 
tiles or squares, but this is not so, The tiles are made of mountain 
maple in Bavaria, in a big factory called the Holzperlen und Spiel- 
warenfabrik not far from Hitler's old hideout at Berchtesgaden. 
Thus far, H and S has turned out the fantastic total of 120 mil- 
lion tiles, and can turn out as many as are needed. 

The real reason for the shortage is that James Brunot is a re- 
laxed, happy man with a remarkable sense of perspective. He might 
have made several deals, not only with Selchow & Righter but 
with other manufacturers, who all together might have flooded the 
nation with Scrabble sets and Scrabble accessories. He did not 
bother to do so because what he would have made, after all, would

THE PLAN IS NEW, 
THE IDEAL IS OLD 


Secondary education in this country is older than the republic itself. 
Boston Latin and Roxbury Latin were founded more than 300 years 
ago, in what was then the Massachusetts Bay Colony, direct offshoots 
of the schools of contemporary England which prepared youn 
men for college and the ministry. Girls, of course, neither required nor 
ree ved such schooling. Both schools are still going, offe 

and both perform a valued function. 

Of “alot a completely different mold is the kind of school Daven- 
port is. It is a direct descendant of the free public high school that, 
in the mid-19th Century, was America’s first maj tribution to 
education. Even so the comprehensive public high school is strictly 
20th Century. One of its champions, James Bryant Conant, former 
president of Harvard, now U.S. High Commissioner to Germany, de- 
scribes it as a school “where the youth of very different backgrounds 
and outlooks share a common experience, where the extracurricular 
ies and at least a common core of studies should cut across vo- 
cational interests and cover a wide range of scholastic aptitud 

By this definition not every public high school is comprehensive 
in scope, but most of them, educators agree, are on the way. 

‘The change in educational emphasis is reflected by the chart above 
which records the spectacular high school growth. Today only one 
U.S. youth in five does not enter high school. More than 33 million 
adult Americans are graduates of secondary schools, most of them of 
public institutions which are now, like Davenport, overcrowded and 
underequipped. The price of every item used in a schoolhouse goes tip 
year by year (teachers’ salaries are slowest of all); yet the nation which 
was hardly profligate a decade ago when it was spending 1.2% of its na- 
tional income on public secondary education today spends only .7%. 

The U.S. public high school’s problems will be even more acute 
within four years when they will begin to feel the effects of the birth- 
rate rise of the 1940s. By 1960 enrollment will be up 2 million—and 
still going up. In the face of the rising enrollments, rising costs and 
the residual murmur of complaint natural to teen-agers, school people 
like Davenport's Principal Roger Berry force public education to move 
ahead. ‘The physical plant of a school is not a considerable factor in 
its over-all worth,” he says. “What counts is the attitude of the people 
who are teaching and associating with the students. The atmosphere 
should be friendly, congenial and secure, where students will feel 
teachers are interested in them and understanding of their mistakes.” 

Despite deficiencies, those high schools which try, as Davenport 
tries, to meet this test are serving the cause of education at least ade- 
quately, while serving much more than adequately what Conant calls 
“the ideal of a democratic society with a minimum of class distinction.”

N the morning of June 19, 1945, a young 

lawyernamed Richard Milhous Nixon, then 

a lieutenant commander assigned to the 
Navy’s contract termination division in New York 
City, left his duties long enough to tear up some 
old mimeographed forms into confetti and joina 
group of other workers at the office windows. Re- 
membering thescene that followed, Richard Nixon 
hassaid, “Maybe I just think it was that way—I was 
about 30 stories up—but I have the picture that 
there he came, with his arms outstretched and his 
face up to the sky, and that n from where I 
was I could feel the impact of his personality.” 
Thrilled like all the others, Nixon shouted and 
loosed his torn papers to float down, his own mi- 
nute and obscure tribute to the returning hero, 
General Eisenhower. Then, with a sense of having 
seen history, he returned to his work. 

This week Richard Nixon comes back to Wash- 
ington from a trip through the Far East. He went 
there not only as Vice President of the United 
States but as the personal representative of Presi- 
dent Fisenhower. During the trip he will have cov- 
ered 37,000 miles in nine weeks but this is noth- 
ing, metaphorically speaking, compared to his 
progress in eight and a half years from what he 
was to what he is. It is not simply that he has 
to the vice presi- 
s at least as extraordinary is that 
made the vice presidency, hitherto the 
butt of ridicule, an important office and estab- 
lished himself as an “assistant President,” a mov- 
er and shaper of national and world affairs. It has 
even been suggested that Nixon is making too 
much of his job, that he is too ambitious and alto- 
gether too important. 

‘These feelings have nothing to do with consti- 
tutional theory. They center instead on Nixon’ 
own character. Considering his present importance 
—and also the fact that he is separated from the 
presidency only “by a heartbeat”—does he have 
the integrity and wisdom, emotional maturity, 
rounded vision, good humor and good sense desir- 
able for national leadership? The question can be 
answered only by knowing who and what Nixon is, 
and much of that depends on earlier events, some 
of which took place in the Midwest before he was 
born. 


Before thé Civil War many Southern members 
of the Society of Friends, or Quakers, having reli- 
gious scruples against slavery, moved north. A 
large number settled in Indiana, among them the 
Milhous family, which lived near the little town 
of Butlerville in the state’s hilly southeast. Frank- 
lin Milhous was an orchardist and ran a nursery 
His household consisted of his mother, Mrs. El 
beth Milhous, who was a Quaker minister (and 
whose mother in turn had been a Quaker mission- 
ary in the 1830s), his wife Almira and their nine 
children, two boys and seven girls. 

The Quaker character often joins in a surpris- 
ing way some seemingly contradictory characteris- 
ties: a strong communal spirit and absolute indi- 

idualism of private conscience guided by “the 
inner light’; canniness in business and selfless 
generosity in service to others; conservatism in

manners, morals and speech, and a predilection 
for pioneering. In the 1880s Quaker outposts had 
already been established in southern Calif 
The idea spread that this was the new pro 
land, and a plan was made to found a new Quaker 
city there, complete with its own college. The new 
town, near Los Angeles, was named for John 
Greenleaf Whittier, the Quaker poet. 


To the promised land 


In 1897 Franklin Milhous moved his family to 
Whittier. With the oak door ills and beams he 
had brought, he and a hires began building 
a big, square house; with root stock from his old 
farm he started a new nursery. His daughter Han- 
nah was 12. She grew up in Whittier, “The Quaker 
City,” married and raised her children nearby and 
lives there now, 

Francis (Frank) Nixon, the young man she mar- 
ried, was originally not a Quaker but a Methodist 
and, if the truth must be told, not a Republican 
but a Democrat. Born on a farm near McArthur. 
Ohio, he had to go to work as a boy and so re 
ceived only about six years of formal ed 
Except for a stroke of luck he might ha 
mained a benighted Democrat. The event that 
changed his polities—and thus disposed his son 
Richard toward Republieanism—oceurt 
he was 13. William McKinley was runn 
governor of Ohio and visited MeArthu They 
had a big parade for him with fl nd streamers 
and all,” Frank Nixon remembers. “Well, I had a 
fine filly, the prettiest horse in town, and because 
of her the committee asked me to ride in the pa 
rade directly behind William McKinley's earri 
When we got up to the stand he hopped out and 
come around and spoke to me and run his hand 
on her neck and ‘L never did see such a fine. 
horse.” wanted to know if T was a Re- 
publican and if I'd always vote Republican. And 
I said I would.” 

Frank Nixon worked at many trades and finally 
became a si conductor. The cars had open 
vestibules and in winter the floors got packed with 
snow and ice. One winter Frank’s feet were frost- 
bitten. He got “so danged mad” that he organize 
the trolley men, first in the city and then in the 
state, to push for legislation to close the v 
bules. By the time a state law was passed Frank 
Nixon had found that cold weather always made 
his feet hurt. He migrated to southern Califor- 
nia and roomed in Whittier. At a Quaker mec 
ing party he met young Hannah Milhous and mar- 
ried her two later. 

They had ‘hildren, all boys, among whom 
Richard w econd. He was born on Jan. 9. 
1913 at pa Linda, near Whittier. Frank worke: 
in the oil fields, later was foreman of a citr 
ranch and later still bought his own land and set 
out a lemon grove. The lemon market fell and 
Frank sold out. With the little money he had left 
he bought a lot three miles out from Whittier and 
put up a gas station with living quarters behind 
Tt was a good location and the filling station did 
well. The Nixons experimentally put in a few 
ceries, which sold as well as the gasoline. Finally 
Frank bought the little Quaker church across the 
road—a new, bigger’one was being built—moved it 
over and remodeled it to house Nixon’s Market.

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This was home from then on and the source of a 
modest prosperity which, however, needed the 
constant effort of the whole fat to maintain. 
Hannah often put in 18 hours a day attending to 
the store and her large family, frug: gally baking the 
bruised fruit into pies to be sold. ‘The ‘boys helped 
from the time they were big enough to dry a dish 
or carry a box. Work, school, church and $ inday 
school and Wednesday night prayer meeting left 
little time for pranks or even much play. The fam- 
ily was self-contained, finding companionship 
within itself and social outlet within the decorous 
arena of the church. 

Richard was in tune with his situation from 
earliest boyhood. He was a serious, responsible 
child in whom a scale-model Quaker conscience 
seemed to have been born, along with a sense of 
leadership and diplomatic finesse. Frank managed 
his sons with a close rein, demanding absolute 
obedience and sometimes arou: insubordina- 
tion instead. Richard advised his brothers, “Just 
don’t argue with him. You'll have a better chance 
of getting what you want out of him in the long 
run.” It is a policy he still follows. 

Quaker principles guided Hannah Nixon's ac. 
tions and attitudes and, by her example, those of 
her household. She practiced and preached pa- 
tience, tolerance, forebearance, conscientiousness 
and rigid personal honesty. When Richard and 
his older brother Harold came home with grape 
stains on their faces, she gave them each a nickel 
and sent them back to pay her surprised neighbor, 
Mrs. Trueblood, for the few grapes they had eaten. 
Christian charity was the greatest virtue, lying or 
deceit the greatest sin. 

Frank Nixon had become a Quaker, but Quaker 
tolerance and nonviolence could not suppress the 
inclinations of a temperament natively assertive, 
argumentative and rather severe. When the rumor 
spread that the school principal was a secret ciga- 
ret smoker, Frank was for taking the Nixon boys 
out of the school at once. Hannah, feeling that 
such heinous reports must be false, urged against 
drastic action even if they were true. 

Frank’s greatest outside interest was pol 
Sometimes he engaged his customers in such 
stern debate that Hannah had to intercede. He 
kept faith with William McKinley. Hannah secret- 
ly voted for Woodrow Wilson in 1916 and remem- 
bers: “When I told Mr. Nixon afterward he just 
went pale and white.” Yet a residue of Midwestern 
farm radicalism combined with his memories of 
boyhood hardships and icy vestibules to make him 
si-unorthodox Republitan, His palitical heroes 
were Theodore Roosevelt and Robert LaFollette 
Sr. Even with the shade of McKinley at his elbow 
he could not summon enthusiasm for the Repub- 
ican cause in 1932. There is a strong family sus- 
picion he voted for F. D. Roosevelt. 

Religion and politics, a volatile mixture, were 
sympathetically combined in another person who 
was important in Richard Nixon’s boyhood— 
Hannah’s mother, Grandmother Almira Milhous. 


still conducting services at age 90. Their oldest son Frank 
(second right) married Almira Burdg (right) who gave 
her grandson Richard inspirational poems and biographies. 


Active in good works of every sort, she also took 
an acute interest in the practical affairs of the 
world and the men who shaped them. She admired 
Gandhi and gave Richard a biography of him. Her 
ideal statesman was Lincoln, and along with sev- 
eral books about him she gave Richard a framed 
portrait inscribed in her own hand: 


Lives of great men all remind us 
We can make our lives sublime, 
And, departing, leave behind us 
Footprints on the sands of time. . . . 


This hung on the wall above his bed. 

These influences, combining with a bright and 
sober mentality, had their logical result in making 
Richard a conscientious and ambitious boy. Dit 
liking piano practice, he practiced nevertheless 
until he was a good pianist. For six years he played 
at Sunday school and later taught one of the 
classes. Finding science and mathematics hard, he 
worked at them so fiercely that he often got his 
best marks in them, Once, when the geometry 
teacher promised that anyone who solved a prob- 
Jem would get an A for the course, he worked on it 
for eight hours until he won at 4 in the morning. 
He liked sports, but he read the political news and 
even the stock market reports with as much inter- 
est as the ball scores. In the eighth grade he had 
first debate, taking the affirmative of the prop’ 
sition, “It is more economical to rent a hou 
than to own one.” He won and was to go on to win 
a boxful of medals in high school and college 
debating. 

He knew very soon what he wanted to be when 
he grew up: a lawyer. Hannah had hoped that he 
might become a minister, but he told her, “I think 
I can be of more service to people by being a good 
lawyer.” In high school he was president of his 
class, made good grades and was in general a 
paragon. 

Meantime his sense of responsibility had been 
deepened by the grave illness of his older brother 
Harold, who at 18 had got tuberculosis. Hannah 
took the sick boy to Prescott, Ariz., where she 
rented a house and, to help meet expenses, took in 
other young TB patients. All were in advanced 
stages of the disease, requiring bed care and nurs- 
ing, which she did along with the cooking and 
cleaning. Each one died, and at last Harold died 
also. Later the fourth son, Arthur, died suddenly 
of meningitis when he was 7. These were tragedies 
which affected Richard’s youthful viewpoint. 

Harold’s illness also had peripheral results. 
During the several years that Hannah was away, 
Frank and the younger boys carried on alone. As 
the eldest son remaining, Richard naturally was 
subject to emotional stresses, which Harold’s death 
ingrained. Moreover, the financial strain was tre- 
mendous. The small capital that Frank and Han- 
nah had saved was soon gone. And the Depression 
had begun. 

Richard Nixon entered Whittier College in 
1930. There was some financial help from a college 
scholarship fund (to which Grandfather Milhous 
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REMEMBERED MILESTONES are shown in family pictures. At Whittier 
College in 1934 he was a football end. At father’s market, now run by brother 
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had been an early contributor) and by living at home he could 
keep expenses low. For the rest, Frank turned over the fresh fruit 
and vegetable department of the store to him. He would be up by 
4 a.m, and at the produce markets in time to do his buying, ar- 
range his counters, have breakfast, study and go to an early class. 
“T never pass a fruit market,” he has said, “without thinking of 
the man who had to pick out the bad fruit and polish up the good 
and make the displays.” 

Whittier College, although open to all sects (Quakers are now in 
the minority), is still permeated by Quaker attitudes. In such an at- 
mosphere, and at such a time as the years 1930-34, there were few 
opportunities for collegiate high jinks. Nor did Richard seek them. 
He was in dead earnest, somewhat withdrawn and rather shy. He had 
been out with girls only a few times in high school: he says now, “I 
never could get up the nerve to ask them for dates.” 

But on the debating platform he was a demon, on the football field 
an enthusiastic second-stringer, and in his studies always a brilliant 
student. While he did not arouse the warm affection of his class- 
mates, he did earn their respect. They elected him class president 
and then student body leader. He majored in history. Becoming fas- 
cinated by the French Revolution, he read Voltaire, Rousseau and 
its other political philosophers, mostly in the original French. Social 
philosophy was his chief interest. He read such books as Robert La- 
Follette’s autobiography and one summer the entire works of Tol- 
stoy, not merely the novels but the philosophical works as well. But 
perhaps more important than any reading was the personal teaching 
of Dr, Paul Smith, then the head of the history department and later 
president of the college. 

Professor Smith, an Indiana Quaker and graduate of a Quaker col- 
lege, had taught at the University of Wisconsin, where he had formed 
a great admiration for the LaFollettes and their kind of progressiv- 
ism. He had two other, more general, interests: the lives of great 
political leaders and the workings of the American political system. 
He inclined strongly toward what Richard Nixon summarizes as “the 
great-man theory”: the idea that history is made less by the force of 
circumstances than by the characters of the leaders. Moreover, in his 
other specialty, the U.S. political system, Professor Smith analyzed 
the practical methods of politics—in precinct, ward, city, district, 
state and nation—in the candid spirit of an anatomical dissection. 

Richard Nixon graduated from Whittier in 1934 with the second 
highest average in his class. Duke University at that time was start- 
ing its law school, and to establish high academic standards set up 19 
scholarships for its first class of 36 students. Nixon was awarded one. 
He was elected president of his law class as a senior and graduated 
with honors (Order of the Coif) in 1937. Then he joined a law firm 
back in Whittier. 

Soon Nixon had been made assistant city attorney and a trustee 
of Whittier College, had joined the Junior Chamber of Commerce 
and had met the girl he would marry. Patricia Ryan, born on March

17, 1913 at Ely, Nev., where her father was a miner, had been 
brought to California at the age of one when her father turned to 
vegetable farming. Both parents died while she was young but she 
finished high school, worked in a bank, went east and worked in a 
hospital laboratory near New York, saved enough money to begin 
college and returned to enroll at the University of Southern Califor- 
nia. With the help of part-time work, she graduated in 1937. That 
fall she got a job teaching business law, typing and bookkeeping at 
Whittier High School. Someone told young Richard Nixon, “There's 
a pretty red-headed new teacher down at the school you ought to go 
look over,” and he did so. He was attracted but not quite certain how 
to proceed. Learning that she had joined an amateur theatrical group, 
he joined too. There the romance bloomed. But neither was im- 
petuous and both knew the value of a dollar. They saved for three 
years and were married in 1940. Patricia worked for another year. 
When war came the young Nixons moved to Washington so Richard 
could answer the call for lawyers to work in the Office of Emergency 
Management, one of the big mobilization agencies. 

Tiring of this routine job, he applied for a Navy commission. As a 
Quaker, he was against war, but like many other Quakers he felt that 
this was a war that must be fought. Commissioned a lieutenant j.g., 
he was sent first to desk duty in Iowa, and finally to the South Pacific 
as a ground operations officer with the Navy’s combat transport wing. 
On Bougainville during one period, his unit was under bombardment 
28 days out of 30. When the end of the war neared he was put on 
contract termination work which took him variously to Baltimore, 
Philadelphia and New York. He was mustered out a lieutenant com- 
mander. Then, as Nixon was considering a job offered him in New 
York, fate in the disguise of Herman L. Perry intervened to pluck 
him from the commuter’s life which awaited him. 

“Uncle” Herman Perry was a Quaker who had made the trek west 
from Indiana many years ago, had risen to become vice president 
and manager of the Whittier branch of the Bank of America and a 
weighty figure in local Republican affairs. Conservative in every 
ounce, he looked upon the New Deal as a work of iniquity, and upon 
Jerry Voorhis, who had represented the 12th Congressional District 
for five consecutive terms, as a Socialist or worse. But Voorhis 8 
peared likely to win a sixth term by default for there was no Republi- 
can candidate of any stature to challenge him. A volunteer Republi- 
can committee had issued an invitation through the newspapers for 
any Republican who wanted to run for Congress to come and be 
interviewed. There were few replies. Uncle Herman thought of 
Richard Nixon.

They went to California—aged 33 and expecting their first child. 
Nixon spoke before the committee and a public audience. He got 
the committee’s endorsement. He and Patricia had saved $10,000, 
mostly during the war when she had worked while he was overseas. 
With half of their savings they bought a little house in Whittier. 
They reserved the other half for living and campaigning expenses. 
The baby, Patricia Jr. (“Tricia”), was born during the primary 
campaign. Patr having entered into the spirit of their po- 
litical adventure, worked until the last minute at the Nixon head- 
quarters, and was back again in a few weeks. 

It was a rugged campaign. Sensing that his only hope of success 
lay in head-on attack, Nixon challenged Voorhis to public debate. 
Five were held, attracting large audiences and much publicity. 
Nixon, although nervous at first, summoned up all the stratagems 
and earnest charm that had won him the boxful of med a 
schoolboy champion, and the general feeling was that he outshone 
the veteran Voorhis. He was, he felt, a “liberal Republican.” As 
such he did not attack the New Deal in all its aspects, but with 
conviction and a good conscience attacked the somewhat left- 
wing New Dealism which Voorhis represented.

alence in his methods. Voorhis, a “liberal” but an anti-Commu- 
nist by conviction and on his voting record, had not received an en- 
dorsement from the Political Action Committee of the California 
C.1.0., which at that time was under Communist influence. Yet 
Nixon referred to him as “the P.A.C. candidate.” Nixon’s official 
campaign folder declared that “A vote for Nixon is a vote against 
the P.A.C. [and] its Communist principles.” He himself did not 
belabor this theme but his supporters did. Nixon did not control 
most of the forces working for his election. (No candidate ever 
controls all of them.) Yet, in permitting white to appear black, he 
was speaking as a debater does, not as a Quaker should. 

He won the election. In Washington for the first s n of the 
80th Congress in January 1947 his first reaction, he remembers, 
was “frustration—I had the same lost feeling I'd had when I first 
went into military service.” He was as ed to the committee on 
education and labor and soon had briefed himself on the issues 
being threshed out there. But he knew little about what was hap- 
pening in other committees or in the inner sanctums of congres- 
sional leadership. He and Donald Jackson, another freshman con- 
gressman from California, and a few other war veterans in Con- 
gress decided to form a group for mutual enlightenment. Finally 
there were 16 in The Chowder and Marching Club, as they called it. 
They pooled information and advice about pending bills, and soon 
found themselves becoming something of a force in legislation. 

In the 80th Congress’s second session he was offered an addi- 
tional post, on the Un-American Activities Committee. This com- 
mittee had a deservedly bad name. Its chairman was J. Parnell 
Thomas, who later went to jail. Its procedures were identified in 
the public’s mind with the foaming bigotry of John Rankin, its most 
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NIXON continues 


vocal member. Nixon wrestled with his conscience about whether 
to accept. His friend Donald Jackson, in whose neighboring office 
much of this internal battle went on, has recalled, “This was a 
moral man struggling with his moral precepts. He felt the obliga- 
tion to accept, but there was also the question in his mind of the 
committee's doing good or harm for the country as a whole. Dick’s 
sense of loyalty to the country is extremely deep, He considered 
what the committee might do to uncover treason, and that prob- 
ably made up his mind to take the job.” 

His acceptance of the job brought Nixon into the Hiss-Chambers 
controversy. That it survived to become The Great Hiss-Cham- 
bers Case was largely due to Nixon. “Hiss,” he recalls, “was the 
most impressive, convincing witness I ever saw in my life.” But 
gradually, as Hiss kept repeating the unvarying formula, ‘I never 
knew aman named Whittaker Chambers,” Nixon became suspi- 
cious. “I was a lawyer,” he explains, “so was Hiss; I began to get 
the feeling that here was a lawyer making a case, giving the appear- 
ance of candor and cooperation while not revealing all he knew.” 
Nixon’s stubborn persistence brought about the now-famous con- 
frontation of the two men and drew from Chambers in private 
interviews the trivial, but deadly, memories (Birdwatcher Hiss 
spotting the prothonotary warbler; the Quaker Hisses speaking the 

“plain speech” [thee, thou] in their 
home). This last, says Quaker Nix- 
on, “was a detail that gave me a 
flash of absolute conviction,” As 
everyone knows, it also gave Hiss a 
conviction for perjury. Chambers 
has written, “Richard Nixon made 
the Hiss case possible.” 

Chambers also remembers that 
“Throughout the most trying phases 
of the case, Nixon and his family 

. were at our farm, encouraging 
me and comforting my family. My 
children have caught him lovingly 
in a nickname. To them he is always 
Nixie,’ the kind and the good, about

tional figure. But as he made his 
mark on national affairs, intimate association in grave and complex 
matters left its mark on him. He had started, as he says, with 

“ideas of black or white. But I learned that it’s hard to find any 
field where it’s all black or white and that men aren't ‘bad’—just 
sometimes wrong. And that even if in your opinion they’re wrong, 
you still have to acknowledge many indefinables and legitimate dif- 
ferences of opinion. People say you shouldn’t compromise on mat- 
ters of principle. But by ‘principle’ they usually mean what they 
believe in. I found that compromise is often what is right.” 

This growing insight into the nature of democracy was coupled 
with an increasing astuteness in, and fascination with, practical 

politics. He became, as one friend has put it, “a completely political 
fai? until to some observers he seemed like an automaton 
digesting political factors and producing correct predictions. In a 
sense he became disillusioned and his occasional use of half-truths 
and tactics of deception, combined with the picture of forthright 
rectitude which he projected of himself, filled his campaign oppo- 
nents with futile exasperation. 

Yet, if his means were those of a political tactician and some- 
times those of a sophist, his ends seemed to be shaped by con- 
science. His voting record shows an increasing independence of 
judgment: in his first term, the Congressional Quarterly tabulated 
his votes as following the general Republican line on legislation 
91% of the time; in his second term, only 74% of the time; and in 
his two years in the Senate, only 70% of the time. On dome: 
matters he was rather conservative but he was a strong interna- 
tionalist and supporter of the “bipartisan foreign policy.” 

On Capitol Hill he was never “one of the boys,” but he was well 
liked, respected and marked as a man of the future. He had, more- 
over, without his knowledge, been marked specifically by General 
Eisenhower. His position on foreign and domestic problems was 
close to Eisenhower's. He had made no real enemies in the > party. 
He was from California—32 electoral votes. He had “got” Alger 
Hiss and Communism-in-government was to be a campaign issue. 
With such factors in mind Eisenhower put him at the top of the 
list he had made of suitable vice presidents. But it was a se- 
cret so well kept that Nixon himself had no knowledge of it, 
and he was genuinely surprised when, following Eisenhower's 
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nomination, the National Committee met under Herbert Brow- 
nell and endorsed him. 

At that moment he was in a room at the Stock Yard Inn, with 
his shirt off, resting from the heat and excitement of the conven- 
tion hall. There was a telephone call and he heard Brownell’s 
voice, talking not to him, however. but to Eisenhower on another 
phone, saying, “The committee has decided unanimously fo 
on, General”—a pause—then Brownell speaking to him, telling 
him the news and that he should go directly to Ike's headquarters 
at the Blackstone Hotel. 

Nixon excitedly grabbed his clothing and with his assistant 
Murray Chotiner dashed out to the inn’s parking lot, comman- 
deered a car and sped to the hotel, drafting a motorcycle escort 
along the way. Nixon asked a friend to call Whittier, and so Frank 
and Hannah were forewarned. They were at brother Donald’s 
home near Nixon’s Market, which Donald now operates, to watch 
the telecast from the convention hall. When her son was intro- 
duced and stepped to the rostrum, Hannah bit her lip and blinked 
a little. Then, when he smiled, she smiled at him. Frank sat close 
and intent, twisting the knob on his hearing aid. When the speech 
was over, Hannah kept murmuring, “It’s just like a dream.” Frank 
said, “Ike and Dick will make things snap.” 

Nixon campaigned vigorously, tirelessly, and, it seemed to some 
of the reporters who accompanied him, rather stridently. The 
crowds he drew were not impressive and the news he made was rou- 
tine until, in the second week of September, the Democrats claimed 
to have discovered a financial scandal in Nixon’s political past—a 
“secret fund” raised on his behalf by California businessmen. 


What was the intent? 


IHERE are no absolutes that can be brought to bear in judging 

the morality of such a fund as this. The principle that political 
activities are supported by private contributions from citizens is 
one which, rightly or wrongly, is imbedded in the American poli 
cal system. It is the intent that counts: a fund contributed by bad 
men to pa bad man in office is a bad fund. By their own lights, 
and by ordinary definition, the California Volunteers for Good 
Government were “good” men. From Nixon, so they told him, 
they expected no quid pro quo but “good government.” He could 
thus accept with a good conscience—as Adlai Stevenson with a 
|good conscience could accept private contributions to make “good 
government” easier in Illinois. 

Nixon was not surprised when the question of his fund was 
raised but he was astonished by the momentum it quickly gained. 
Soon he was also appalled and angry—angry not at the Demo- 
crats who had launched the issue, but at Republican leaders 
who thought he should be dropped from the ticket. The issue 
erupted into the overriding one of the whole campaign. With 
mounting consternation, Nixon realized that unless he could 
contend with it successfully, he would in all probability cause 
the loss of the election. 

‘The pressure built up. When he and part of his party flew to 
Los Angeles so he could present his case to the public via radio 
and television, Nixon stared morosely out of the window, lost in 
his thoughts. When he arrived and went to his hotel, the flow of 
callers and telegrams and telephone calls—mostly with the advice 
that he quit the ticket—began again, until at last he exploded, “I 
don't want to talk to anybody—nobody at all—including members 
of the staff!” For the next few hours he was alone, working out in 
his mind and in seratchy notes what he wanted to say. He had al- 
ways spoken from notes, and in spite of the hazards involved was 
determined to do so this time, for he believed that a rehearsed, 
carefully phrased speech would destroy the feeling of candor that 
he hoped to convey. 

The day before the broadcast he and his friend William Rogers 
(now Deputy U.S. Attorney General) walked the streets for awhile. 
'They agreed that since the charge against him had become en- 
veloped in emotionalism, it must be answered in terms that would 
appeal emotionally. During the walk Nixon spoke to Rogers about 
the now-famous reference to Checkers, the dog that an admirer 
from Texas had sent his children ( you know the kids love 
that dog and I just want to say this right now, that regardless of 
what they say about it, we're going to keep it”). The idea, of 
course, was taken directly from Roosevelt (“. . . they now at- 
tack my little dog, Fala”), who had thereby converted an em- 
barrassment into an asset. 

At 6:30 in the evening of Sept. 23, sitting at a desk before an 
audience estimated at 50 million people, Nixon began to talk: “My 
fellow Americans: I come before you tonight as a candidate for the

vice presidency and as a man whose honesty and integrity hav 
been questioned. . . .” 

He says, looking back, “I wasn’t sure I could do it. It had to b 
good—it had to be a knockout. I told my wife I didn’t think 
could do it. But it was like before starting in a football game— 
you’re.all keyed up, you're praying, your knees are full of water 
but then they blow the whistle and you get in there and hit tha 
line. I probably had been preparing to do it all my life.” And, in 
deed, it was all there: the Quaker conviction that innocence is thi 
strongest shield; the earnest, rather awkward, rather stagy man 
ner and method of the boy debater; the trained lawyer pleading : 
case; the sincere patriot; the somewhat jaded politician pulling al 
the organ stops of sentimentality; the introversion repelled by the 
necessity for confiding intimate details of his life to 50 millior 
people; the doggedness, ambition and courage that had taken hin 
from Nixon’s Market to this climactic point where not only h 
own career but the fate of the election and perhaps accordingly 
the future history of the world lay poised, teetering on what hi 
might say. 

By popular opinion he was in the right. The speech drew som 
two million letters and telegrams, almost entirely favorable. They 
are now in the basement of the Administration Building at Whit 
tier College, where President Pau 
Smith has begun the gigantic jol 
of collating them in the interest: 
of scholarship and of the historica 
foundation that has been set up tc 
honor Whittier’s favorite son anc 
his star pupil. 


And so Richard Nixon became 
Vice President. Ostensibly he set 
tled into the expected role of non 
entity as if it had been made foi 
him. His few speeches and the littl 
news he made were reported in th 
press with perfunctory respect ané 
no real interest, But then, little by 
little, Washington reporters bes 
to cross his freshly made trail i 
unexpected places. Within a fe 
months the realization dawned that his had been a strategic di 
appearance, the result, perhaps, not only of his belief that an 
nymity was necessary for the kind of work he was doing, but 
the knowledge that he still had suspicions and reservations t 
overcome even among some of his colleagues in the new admini 
tration. He was in the singular position, for a newly elected o 
cial, of having to make a comeback. But by midsummer Arthu| 
Krock could report in The New York Times that “persons famil 
iar with the Vice President's helpful activities have told this cor 
respondent that they consider them unique in the records of hi 
high office.” Nixon had become the Vice President who made go 

To a considerable extent his accomplishments reflect the or 
ident’s conception of his own office. Eisenhower has been used tf 
delegating authority to his top subordinates. Furthermore, havin| 
been a close witness to the chaotic effects of Roosevelt’s death ant 
Truman’s accession, he was determined from the beginning th 
his own Vice President should be trained to take the reins smoot 
ly in the event that he himself died in office. Consequently, he hi 
allowed the Cabinet to hold meetings in his absence, with Nixoi 
presiding, the first Vice President to do so. He also presides over th] 
National Security Council meetings when the President is absent 

So many extra jobs have come Nixon's way as “assistant Presi 
dent” that even when Congress is in session he spends only abo 
a fifth of his time presiding over the Senate. He must greet distis 
guished guests, pass out awards, preside at dedications, go to of 
cial dinners and otherwise relieve the President of minor tasks. T| 
all these, pleasant and unpleasant, Nixon brings the conscientio 
tenacity that he once applied to piano practice. Not even the ni 
cessity for dining out, black tie, 18 nights running, could shake hi 
resolve to do his duty; it only taught him to shave and dress fas| 
er. Black tie takes him 10 minutes, white tie 15; he keeps a razor 
his office and can mow down his 5 o’clock shadow in five minut 

However, Nixon’s greatest value to the Administration lies i 
quite another field. Neither Eisenhower nor most of his Cabin 
nor most of his administrative assistants had any prior experien 
in government, let alone in practical politics. Nixon is a profe 
sional. He has not simply moved into the vacuum; he has 
virtually forced into it by the daily necessities and frequent c 
ses incident to the operation of an Administration having a

fouse liaison man with Congress, but Nixon has become ex o/jici 
his partner. There is plenty of work for both. This is delicate hus! 
ness and Nixon tries his best to remain anonymous. Many of th 
things he has done cannot be reported. But some are matters « 
common knowledge in Washington. 

For instance, on the controversial “Bricker amendment” limi} 
ing the President’s treaty-making powers, which the White Houg 
opposed, it was Nixon who reported that there was much strong¢ 
congressional and public support for it than the Administratio 
and that some compromise must be worked out in ordq 
to avoid a fight. At the same time, when Senator Langer, chairmal 
of the committee in charge of the bill, insisted that Secreta 
Dulles and Brownell testify on it immediately, it was Nixon wh 
got Langer to postpone their appearances for a month or so. P| 
cating, instructing and negotiating with Republicans, in fact, tak 
a great deal of Nixon’s time, When he discovered that most of th 
freshmen Republican congressmen were against foreign aid, | 
talked with them for two hours, answering their questions, ¢ 
plaining the Administration’s program and converting most 4 
them to it. Similarly, he has arranged briefings for groups of coy 
gressmen by the military leaders to build support for the Admif 
istration’s position on the eran ing of the military budget. 

Equally important, he has cultivated good relations with th 
Democratic leaders in the Senate and House, without whose coo 
eration little legislation could be passed in the present Congres 
When Senators Russell and George began to feel offended that th 
President was not consulting them on foreign policy, it was Nixo] 
who heard of it, and he who suggested that Eisenhower invite thet 
to lunch, and much was accomplished. Nixon has also taken pail 
to see to it that the press is kept informed, on an off-the-recoi| 
basis, of the Administration’s problems and plans, resulting m4 
only in more intelligent reporting but also in incidental goodwi

N the field of “practical politics,” Nixon believes in restrail 

and courtesy. “I never ask a congressman or senator to vote 
certain way,” he says. “I'd feel that was bad manners, an unplea| 
ant experience for both of us.

whatever else they might feel about him, could not conceivably sus- 
pect him of “softness toward Communism.” Behind the scenes, he 
has worked hard at bringing moderation and judgment to their activi- 
ties. From the irrepressible Velde he secured a promise not to make 
statements without first clearing them through the full Un-American 
Activities Committee of the House. Velde soon violated it by unilater- 
ally calling for an investigation of the clergy, and again most recently 
by trying to subpoena Harry ‘Truman, But the committee proceedings 
are, at any rate, conducted on a higher plane of investigative skill 
and judicial fairness than before. 

As for the unpredictable McCarthy himself, Nixon has intervened 
several times to prevent the direct, open warfare with the Executive 
Department that McCarth s so often to invite. He negotiate 
the peace between Dulles and McCarthy when the latter made hy 
private agreement with Greek shipowners not to carry goods to Com- 
munist China, talked McCarthy into withdrawing a letter he had sent 
to the President demanding that he clarify his position on trade 
with China, convinced McCarthy that he should not subpoena mem- 
bers of the Central Intelligence Agency and, later on, that he should 
not try to keep J. B. Matthews, his chief investigator, in the face 
of party pressure against him. He intends to stay on good work.

“getting the Reds out of the government” (which he does), and cer- 
tainly not because he approves of McCarthy's methods (which he 
does not), but because the “McCarthy problem menaces the suc- 
cess of the Administration and he feels duty-bound to do whatever 
he can to solve it.
